was to-day interviewed by a Times re- 

porter. In regard to electne light he 
said, in substance: It is in ite infancy. 

You know the difficulties which the loco- 
motive had to overeome, looking back 
forty or fifty years. See what has been 
gained; but the experience of men’ 
leads them now to adopt more readily 
scientifi¢ improvements than they did 
that long ago. In Fulton’s 
time the people were afraid of steam; 
in Franklin's time, afraid of electricity. 

Attention is directed to the fact that 
large lines on the Mississippi river are 

now using the light on their tow- 
boats—lights which illuminate the 
water for a mile ahead. It pene- 
trates fog and Government light- 
houses are beginging to adoptthe elec- | 
tric light. We seé cities and towns in 
various parts of the United States and 
Europe discarding the old system of il- 
lumination, as.corporations, and adopt- 
ing the new, and what follows? It is 
soon to be applied to the lighting of | 
public halls, private dwellings—used 
for all iluminating purposes which gas 
and petroleum are now used for. Mr. 
Howland further said: 

The ‘[1meEs may say to the citizens of 
Los Angeles. that the seven masts for 
the electric lights will be in place and 
the city lighted imside of the contract. 
time—jnside of six weeks from this 
date, no matter what apparant difficul- 
ties may be in the way. Said he had 
just been to San Francisco making ar- 
rangements for expediting the erection 
of necessary works and shipment of 
masts. He has filed a bond, though 
not compelled to do so, to carry out 
this project as above stated. 

In order to popularize the electric 
light system in this city, and that cit~ 
izens may reap any benefits that may 
accrue from it, he proposes to organize. 
a loeal company to supply sufficient 
power and light necessary for the city, 
with four out five directors 
prominent citizens interested in the ad- 
vancement of the city’s interest. Cit- 
izens who so desire can become parftic- 
ipants in the enterprise as stockhalders, ' 
This home organization is not lodked 
upon as a necessity, as foreign capital 
is ready to step in whenever permitted 
to do so. It is fitting that citizens 
should be given the opportunity of be- 
coming interested in their local enter 
prises, and ina few months it is pro- 
posed through this company, to intro- 
duce incandescent light for household 
purposes, by means of the ‘‘reservoir’’ 
system. He wants the people to feel 
and realize that this is | their 
own institution. 

Following are some of the cities now 
using electric light: Topeka, Kansas, 
with seven towers, each 150 feet in 
height; Fondulac, Wisconsin, five tow- 
ers, 150 feet; Evansville, Indiana, six 
towers, 250 fe vet: Aurora, Illinois, seven 
towers, 150 feet; Rock Island, Illinois, 
nine towers, 125 feet; Cleveland, Ohio, 
four towers, one 250 feet high and three 
200 feet high. New York has three of 
the principal parks lighted with towers. 

The San Francisco Examiner has this 
to say of the reservoir system: ‘‘The 
fundamental principles of the system are 
covered by the inventions made by Mr. 
Brush some years ago, but there are also 
several important additions contributing 
to the finer working of the apparatus. 
This system of storage reduces the com- 
petition of electric lights with gastoa 
practical level. In common with many 
other eminent electricians, Mr. Brush 
uutil last summer believed it unfeasable 
to force the electric light as a competi- 
tor of gas in households, but careful ex- 
periments with incandescent lighting, 
and the success of his storage system, 
enable him to announte the utmost suc- 
cess of his electric apparatus for illumi- 
nation and motive power.

at : will. In the cellar of ev- 
ery house using electric lights 
will be placed a_ tank connected 
by wire with the main works. During 
the day electricity will be supplied 
through these wires until every tank is 
filled. Then it can be used for one lamp 
or for all, at the will of the family. At 
present, if there be a hundred lights in 
one circuit series, and only one, or 
twenty or fifty of them are used, the 
cost fer electricity is just the same. But 
with this completed storage system ex- 
penditure will be necessary for only 
actual consumption. Where now light 
can be had only while our machines 
work at night, when these storage tanks 
are supplied an electric light can be 
lit at any time of the day. At present 
any accident at the central works would 
shut off the supply of electricity for. the 
whole city, but with the tanks, which 
had been filled during the day, the 
public.could afford to have the central 
works break down at night, having suff- 
cient electric supply at home to last 
uutil repairs could be made.’’ |

W. E. Sibley—Dear S1n:—In regard 
to the article in the Los Angeles TIMEs, 
the writer is either very ignorant or very 
malicious, or has an axe of his own to 
grind. He says the curculio has prac- 
tically rendered the profitable growimg 
of plums-and apricots impossible in the 
State from which yon imported your 
trees last year. Now, the fact is that 

a plum orchard is the most profit- 
able of any variety of fruits that we 
can grow. We have 6000 plum trees 
planted in orchard from _ two 
to five years old, of which about fifteen 
hundred commenced to bear this year, 

ielding about one thousand bushels. 
They sell for two to three dollars per 
bushel. Tens of ‘thousands of bushels 
were grown in Western New York this 
igeason: We believe the plum crop is as 
sure as any crop of fruits that we can 
grow. Large quantities of plum trees 
have been planted in;the last five or six 
years in New York, Ohio, Michigan, and 
| other Eastern’ States. Apricots are not 
planted largely, ‘‘not from fear of cur- 
culio,’ 
the East.» We no lomger fear the curcu- 
tio or in fact any other insects injurious 
to fruit or fruit trees; once spraying the 
‘trees with Paris green, or London pur- 
ple will drive away or kill the curculio, 
codling moth, or any other insect inju- 
rious to vegetation. The exp@nse is a 


time, as soon as the fruit is out of 
blossom, is a certain 1emedy as has been 
proved by orchardists in this and other 
States, and by the Michigan State Agri- 
cultural College. There can be no dan- 
ger of taking the curculio from here to 
California, or it would have been done 
long ago. We have been sending trees 
to California for the last twenty years. 
We commenced shipping to California 
via the Isthmus, before the railroad was 
built, and other nurserymen have done 
the same. It is not a fact that curculio 
is in mursery trees. They are not 
found except in bearing trees, and they 
cannot be taken to California except the 
earth under bearing trees was taken. 
The curculio undergoes transformation 
in the ground, and remain there in the 
pupa state until the next Spring, so it is 
impossible to transport them on young 
trees.
